SALISBURY ANSWERED 


United States Will Not Make Further 


Concessions In Alaskan Dispute 


Washington, July 21—The correspond- 


ent of the New York Herald is able to 
make this statement: 


An important exchange of notes re- 


lating to the establishment of a modus 
Vivendi, temporarily defining the Alask- 
an boundary line, took place between 
the British and American governments 
today. 


While the secrecy observed by the 


officials makes it impossible to obtain 
exact information, regarding the con- 
tents of the notes, it can be stated au- 
thoritatively that the communication 
from Lord Salisbury is the answer of 
Great Britain to the proposition ad- 
vanced by the United States four weeks 


ago, 
that the line be placed two miles 


north of Kluckwan. The British gov- 
ernment did not accept the proposition, 
but submitted further proposals for the 
consideration, of this government. 


Mr. Tower, of the British embassy 


here, called at the state department late 
this afternoon and had a conference 
with Secretary Hay. Upon its conclu- 
sion I was informed that a formal an- 
swer has been made to the British pro- 
posals and that the United States, car- 
rying out the decision reached some 
days ago, strengthened by the report of 
Senator airbanks, the chairman of the 
American representation on, the high 
joint commission, had declined to with- 
draw from the line it has established as 
that which is fair to both countries. 


As a result of the exchange of notes 


today the authorities are most hope- 
ful that an agreement establishing the 
temporary 
boundary 
line will be 


reached. The failure of the 
British 


government to answer the administra- 
tion's propositions caused the authori- 
ties to believe the negotiations were at 
an -end, and the communication from 
Lord Salisbury, which is said to be 
more satisfactory that any preceding it, 
revives the hope that something may 
yet be done. The negotiations are in a 
very delicate stage, but Secretary Hay 
is handling them carefully, and it is be- 
lieved he will ultimately be able to 
bring about a settlement of the matter.

THE HOPE OF THE EAST 


The democrats being- in informal con- 


vention at Chicago the talk of Admiral 
Dewey for the presidency on the demo- 
cratic ticket comes up again and takes 
on some interest.

^caused increased prices and increased 


pricps brought bettor times. This will 
be the Bryan argument. Thp question 
of maintaining thp parity ot tho dollars 
at the 36 to 1 ra.tio will ho answprcd:

easlci1 to maintain the parity. 


The trust question is disposed of by 


Mr. Bryan with less argument. The 
trusts are a menace and should be 
controlled by law; the president af- 
points the attorney general; the at- 
torney general should suggest means of 
controlling the trusts even to the ex- 
tent of amending the constitution if 
necessary. 


The Philippine problem is placed last 


on the list by Mr. Bryan. The argu- 
ment in this case is familiar. Consent 
of the governed and the purchase of the 
Philippines are incompatible and irrec- 
oncilable: "the Filipinos, 
having 


fallen into our hands by accident of 
.war, should be dealt with according to 
American principles and not only given 
independence, but protected from out- 
side interference while they work out 
their destiny." 


Thus wa have a platform outlined by 


the unquestioned loader of the democ- 
racy, and, besides, we are given hints 
as to the arguments to be used on the 
stump. There will, of course, be modi- 
fications, but it is of great interest to 
find indications as are here given, by 
Mr. Bryan, such as the placing of the 
money question at the head of the 
column and the Philippine question at 
the foot. And the remarkable thing 
of it all is that there was no strong 
sentiment manifested against this or- 
der of cataloging.

An Account of the Proceedings 


at Manila In June. 


AS TOLD BY A OOBBESPONDEHT,

1 H. L. Wells, the New York Posts 
special correspondent at Manila, writ- 
ing under date of June 12 a.bout the 
peace negotiations, says: 
| The latest peace negotiations have 
come f o naught and fighting has been 
'resutn'ed. This is (jlmply what the 
best informed people here fully expec- 
ted. There has never existed here 
that optimism in regard to the speedy 
termination of the war, and the gen- 
uine character of occasional negotia- 
tions for peace that has been breathed 
jin the official dispatches and from 
them absorbed by the people at home. 
.Copies of home papers now at hand 
'show that the general impression in 
the United States after the fall of 
Calumpit in April was that the war 
was practically at an end and the 
rebels WCT* humbly suing for peace; 
but such was by no means the case, 
though it is possible that such a belief 
'was a legitimate conclusion from the 
tenor of the official dispatches from 
llSIauila. In my opinion a wrong im- 
pression has been conveyed in those 
'dispatches from the beginning. The 
seriousness of the outbreak has been 
Iminimized and our successes in arms 
'exaggerated.

| As to the idea that gained ground in 
(America in April that the war was 
'practically over, it no doubt received 
lits first impulse in the Napoleonic dis- 
patch sent to Washington immediately 
.after the capture of Malolos, in which 
the enemy's army was reported as 
routed, disorganized and fleeing, and 
the disheartened insurgents as return- 
ing to their homes by thousands. 


The dispatch was as follows: 


U 


MANILA, April 3. 


djutant General, Washington: 
Present indications denote insurgent govern- 


ment in perilous condition. Its army defeated, 
discouraged and scattered. Insurgents returning 
to their homes in cities and villages between 
here and points north of Malolos, which our rec- 
onnoitering parties have reached, and desire pro- 
tection of Americans. News from Visayan island 
more encouraging every daj-. 
OTIS. 


It was true that the enemy had been 


'defeated and his former stronghold 
captured, but it was not true that his 
^army was dispersed nor that the in- 
surgents were returning to their 
homes. The Philippine army retreat- 
ed to a still stronger position, following 
its declared policy of retiring before 
our advance, after inflicting as much 
.damage upon us as possible, and had to 
'be driven out of this new position with 
much desperate fighting and with still 
greater losses to our forces than were 
encountered at Malolos. 
• As to the alleged return of the insur- 
gents to their homes, it was based 
solely upon the fact that old men, wo- 
'men and children were straggling 
through our lines because threatened 
,with starvation if they remained on 
the other side. The ablebodied men 
who were doing the fighting remained 
to fight and were all the better equip- 
ped for that purpose by being rid of 
these incumbering refugees. 


With such an erroneous impression 


of the actual situation here, it is no 
wonder that the people of the United 
States put faith in the genuine char- 
acter of the peace negotiations that 
were opened up by the Filipinos after 
their disastrous defeat at Calumpit and 
that the adjutant general of the army 
should feel so certain in the matter as 
to give an interview to the press In 
which he stated in the most positive 
terms that the war was practically 
over and that, based upon such In- 
formation as this, the press of the 
United States should indulge in con- 
gratulatory editorials. 


r< No such condition of mind existed In 


Manila, not even at military headquar- 
ters, whence emanated the dispatch 
upon which 'such erroneous impres- 
'Sions were based. It was generally 
understood here that the first commis- 
sion sent in by the Filipinos had come 
!for the double purpose of procuring a 
(suspension of operations to enable 
Sthem to get their forces together in a 
'better condition for war and to make 
lit appear that the Filipinos were seek- 
'ing peace on honorable terms and the 
United States was refusing to grant it, 
Ithus laying a foundation for continu- 
'ing their appeals to foreign countries 
for aid. 


At that time they asked for a sus- 


pension of hostilities for 30 days, in 
jorder that they might call their con- 
gress together to discuss the question 
!of peace. That these 30 days were not 
inecessary for this purpose is proved 
|\vhen it is known that their congress 
.had been previously summoned to as- 
semble at San Isidro on May 5, only a 
jfew days subsequent to the time of 
ithese negotiations. Thirty days, how- 
[evor, would have enabled them to com- 
•plete uew and formidable fortifications 
and also would have practically ex- 
jhausted all of what yet' remained of 
'good campaigning weather, and a 
'truce of that kind would have left 
them in better shape than they had 
ibeen at any previous period subse- 
Iquent to the fall of Malabou. It was 
•very properly rejected by General Otis, 
iwho, I am satisfied, had no confidence 
Jin the sincerity of the negotiations 


I from the start; certainly few others 
jdid. 


The first steps toward peace were 


taken Immediately • nfter the fall of 
iMalolos by a number of the prominent 
citizens of Manila, who had not been 
active promoters of the insurrection. 
These were wealthy Filipinos, chiefly 
or the Spanisu-Mestlzo type. It must 
be remembered that the most active 
promoters of the insurrection are the 
ChincHo-Mestizos, the wealthiest class in 
the islands, who expect in case of their 
success to become the ruling spirit in 
a strictly military and oligarchical gov- 
ernment. Those'Manila citizens formed 
an association whose object was to in- 
duce the insurgents to lay down thfllr 
arms and accept a form of government 
bnsed upon the proclamation Issued nt 
that time by the American commission, 
who had boon appointed'.by tho 


dent. It was nothing more nor~lee« 


• than an organization of these men in 
Manila who found that peace under 
American rule was a better proposi- 
tion for them financially than war, or 
even peace under the rule of the Chi- 
nese-Mestizo. It did not in any way 
Indicate weakness on the part of the 
insurgents in the field. Indeed, BO lit- 
tle conndeno did they themselves 
have in their success that their dele- 
gation dared not go within the insur- 
gent llnea to urge their Ideas upon the 
rebel leaders. One prominent citizen 
who had done so early In the insurrec- 
tion had been summarily beheaded by 
order of ^Aguinaldo. 


Whatever we may think of the ca- 


pacity for self government of a people 
who, 
without even the form of a trial, 


execute their fellow citizens who differ 
from them on matters of public pol- 
icy, 
does not change the fact that 


these are the methods used by the in- 
surgent leaders to stamp out all oppo- 
sition to the insurrection on the part of 
any of their countrymen. A man of in- 
fluence who asked for peace was be- 
headed; the common man or citizen 
who refused to take up gun or bolo and 
fight with the insurgents had his throat 
cut. In this way the insurrection was 
made strong. Because of this condition 
of affairs, nothing practical came of 
the organization of Manila citizens so 
far as negotiating with the insurgents 
was concerned. Even after the fall of 
Calumpit, when Luna's alleged peace 
commission came to Manila, the influ- 
ence of this organization was slight. 


Meanwhile there was growing up In 


the ranks of the ins-urgent leaders a 
sentiment favoring peace, though Its 
expression was strictly suppressed in 
the summary way previously mention- 
ed. A number of the wealthy men, 
less radical than the ruling spirits, had 
begun to count their financial losses 
and tp see that they promised to be 
much increased in the future. Many 
of them were sugar planters, and they 
saw the loss of the year's crop almost 
a certainty. Others were owners of 
large estates, rented out In small tracts 
to hundreds of the common people 
Who had fled from their homes and 
left the land deserted and unproduc- 
tive. They had practically given all 
their revenues for the support of the 
revolutionary government, expecting 
to get it all back again many fold 
when the government should come 
completely into their hands and the 
successes of the Americans had cut off 
those revenues and threatened to still 
further reduce them, and they began 
to see that they were engaged in a 
financially disastrous enterprise. 


When the FiJJpino congress met at 


San Isidro. on May 5, this element was 
in the majority among its members, 
and the result was the appointment of 
a committee of seven to open negotia- 
tions with General Otis for peace on 
the basis of the proclamation issued 
by the American commissioners. Al- 
though Agulnaldo has been the nomi- 
nal head of the insurrection, he has 
never been as fiery and radical as most 
of 
his generals and. some of his 


cabinet, such as Luna, the secretary 
of war, or Mabini, the secretary of 
state. 
He has been diplomatic and 


^crafty and has leaned at all times 
toward the faction developing the most 
strength. At this particular time he 
took a somewhat,neutral position, ap- 
parently not darjng to side with either 
faction, and gave his assent to the 
conclusion of peace, provided certain 
terms were given and the army was 
satisfied. 


Somewhat previous to this, however, 


the active direction of military affairs 
had been taken out of his hands, and 
Luna, as secretary of war, had made 
himself chief of the forces in the field 
and practically, dictator, with the army 
at his back. As soon as the peace com- 
mittee wa£ appointed by the Filipino 
congress Luna took active steps, in 
the genuine Filipino way, to conserve 
his own interests. He concentrated 
the army at Tarlac, a strong position 
on the railroad some 20 miles from San 
Fernando, the extreme point of our 
advance, and then took active meas- 
ures to get into his possession this 
congressional commission. 
Two of 


them he captured and beheaded, three 
of them joined forces with him and 
the other two made a lucky escape to 
Manila and thus saved their heads. 


Then General Luna began peace ne- 


gotiations on his own account, but, ap- 
parently, from their nature, they were 
only for procuring delay until the 
rainy season had completely paralyzed 
the active operations of the American 
army and given him time to organize 
the government anew, with himself 
as dictator. These were the negotia- 
tions that were opened up through 
General Lawton at San Isidro during 
the last ten days of May which have 
just ended, with no progress toward! 
peace having been made. 
,The only hope of peace lies in the 
factional quarrels of the insurgent 
leaders. Their habit of deceit and 
treachery renders it as impossible to 
deal honestly and sincerely with each 
other as to do so with us, and mutual 
Bistrust and suspicion necessarily pre- 
vail. It Is this which has been counted 
upon from the first by all persons fa- 
miliar with the Filipino character and 
history to bring about the final ter- 
mination of the Insurrection, which 
could not be accomplished by arms 
against an undivided and loyal people. 
That these forces are at work bring- 
ing about this resalt ties* facts amply 
show. 


HE WOULD ENLIST CONVICTS 


Idea of a Cincinnati Recrnlting 


Surgeon For Filling the Army. 
Dr. Miner, the examining surgeon of 


the Fourth street recruiting'station in 
Cincinnati, according to the New York 
Sun, has a scheme for supplying the In- 
crease of 15,000 soldiers ordered for the 
United States army. He said that re- 
cruits should be taken from among the 
federal prisoners in penitentiaries and 
sent to Manila. 


"These men could in this way make 


reparation for their wrongdoings," he 
said, 
"Give them a gun arid place 


thorn on a transport for the Philippines, 
and they can fight for the government 
they Lave sinned 'against. Make their 
time for service commensurate with 
the term of imprisonment fixed by the 
courts. They could not get back with- 
out a passport. They could not well 
escape should they desire to do so, 
which would not be likely over there. 
Buch a plan might be. the making of

They Burned It and later Wished They 


Haft Kept the Fuel. 


" When Bnrnside made bis mud march 


On to Fredericksburg, we men in the 
advance had some gay times," remarked 
a veteran of the civil war. "It-was a 
long while before the Johnnies would 
let us cross the river, but when we did 
get across we made the fellows who had 
been shooting at us for the past three 
hours get right up and dust for safer 
quarters. The infantry soon followed us 
and took up their position along the 
river toward Falmouth, while we skir- 
mished through the town. When we 
came to the Planters' hotel, we just 
walked in and took possession. Every- 
body had deserted the place and we did 
just as we pleased. In going through 
one of the rooms I came across three 
bundles of Confederate notes. 
Each 


bundle was labeled to contain $5,000, 
and as I held them aloft I shouted to 
the rest of the men that we now had 
money to burn. They laughed, and I 
thrust the notes in nay pocket. The 
Johnnies had taken or destroyed every- 
thing to eat, and, as for liquor, there 
•wasn't any in the town. 


"After satisfying ourselves that there 


was nothing further to be had in the 
Planters' hotel we sallied forth and 
walked up toward the home of the 
mother of cur country—George Wash- 
ington's mother. We had had no break- 
fast yet, and now it was close on to 
noon. One of my companions had some 
coffee in hia haversack, so I thought we 
might have a little coffee if nothing 
else. Well, we got the coffee out and 
then discovered that wo had no firewood. 
There was some tall swearing just at 
that time, for the Johnnies hadn't left 
so much as a match behind them. 
" 'I've got it!' I cried, and I hauled 


out the three bundles of notes I had 
found in the Planters' hotel. My ex- 
pression was greeted with a shout by 
my companions and—we had money to 
burn. We soon had the fire going and 
the coffee cooked. Need I gay to any 
soldier that we enjoyed our coffee at a 
price which seems rather high—$15,- 
000? We were soon through and marched 
back into the town only to see our men 
trying to buy some tobacco without 
money. How strange it seemed! They 
had not a cent, while we had money to 
burn and burned it. 
• 


"Four years after I regretted having 


had this money and burned it. While 
in Washington in the winter of 1865 I 
had the mortification of seeing an ad- 
vertisement for this identical package 
of notes and offering 50 per cent on 
their face value for their return. They 
wore Virginia state bank notes; hence 
their value. Whenever I hear that a 
man has money to bum I think of my 
$15,000 nud shed a tear of regret that I 
burned it."—New X°I^ Telegram.

THE SUBJECT WAS DROPPED. 


Tilt at a Banquet Between Two Well 


Known Men. 


"That reminds me, "remarked an old 


pioneer to a San Francisco Post reporter, 
•when General Halleok'a name was men- 
tioned, "of the banquet we gave Hal- 
leek in 1865, when he returned from the 
war. The people here were proud of 
him, 
for he had more than regained the 


lanrels he lost at Corinth, -when he per- 
mitted the enemy to escape tinder the 
cover of a big battery of •wooden guns 
that had been made out of logs during 
the night. 


"Among the friends of Halleok who 


met him at the banquet was 'Bully' 
Waterman, the old sea captain, who in 
early days commanded a clipper ship 
plying between San Francisco and New 
York. On one voyage he had laid a big 
wager to beat a rival clipper, but when 
he found on going to sea that some of 
his crew who had shipped as ablebodied 
seamen were incompetent he was so mad 
he hanged three to the yard. Just how 
many were hanged was never known, 
but Waterman was tried for murder and 
acquitted. 


"During one of those silences that 


will fall over the merriest of banquets 
General Halleck called to Waterman, 
who was at the other end of the room: 
" 'Now that you have been tried and 


acquitted, Waterman, won't you tell us 
how many men you banged on that vay- 
dge?" 
"'Yes, general, I will,' responded 


Waterman, 'if you will first tell us how 
many wooden guns stopped you at Cor- 
inth. ' 


"The subject dropped there."

An Acid Proof Glue. 


The following has been recommended 


as producing a cement which will fas- 
ten glass or porcelain, etc., together 
firmly and will not be affected by strong 
acids: Mix together two parts of pow- 
dered asbestus, one part of barium sul- 
phate and two parts of sodium silicate of 
specific gravity 1.50. A still firmer glue 
can bo mudo which is particularly valua- 
ble, since it is not attacked by hot acids, 
by mixing together two parts of sodium 
silicate, one part of the finest sand and 
one part of finely pulverized asbestiis. 
If potassium silicate is used instead of 
the sodium salt, the glue will harden 
immediately, but otherwise it will re- 
quire about an hour to set.—Exchange.

Henry L Dawes Says Sale ot Road 


Should be Campaign Issue 


Ex- Senator Henry L. Dawea of Pltts- 


iTeld was asked his views on the sale of 
the Boston & Albany railroad to the 
New York Central yesterday. He said: 


"1 am in favor of the state pur- 


chasing the road, and I believe it is an 
opportunity that should not be allowed 
to pass. The state's interest in the road 
is great, and the Boston & Albany is 
certainly a valuable property. Just at 
this 
time, when municipal 
state 


and 
national 
ownership of great 


corporations for public service is being 
agitated, I am opposed to the state of 
Massachusetts losing whatever inter- 
est she may have in this great prop- 
erty. 


"I believe that the sale of the .road 


should be made a campaign issue, and 
that the people of the state sholld b& 
aroused to the conditions and results 
of the sale, whereby 
the 
common- 


wealth practically loses all its interest 
forever. The stockholders of the Bos- 
ton & Albany see an opportunity to get 
8 per cent on their investments without 
the possibility of a fluctuation and 
nothing to do but sit in their offices 
and reoeive the interest." 


Mr. Dawes also expressed the opin- 


ion that the sale of the road to the New 
York Central could not be killed in the 
stockholders' meeting, notwithstanding 
the present agitation in that direction, 
because the stock is too much scattered 
for effective opposition. 
He thought 


an election on the issue of the purchase 
by the state would be wise and for the 
best interest of the commonwealth. 


Protest Agalmt Transfer 


- Stockholders, representing between 
35,000 and 40,000 shares of the Boston 
and Albany railroad, after a conference 
at Boston yesterday, issued a circular 
to all the stockholders of the corpora- 
tion, protesting against the transfer of 
the road to the New York Central, on 
the ground that it is neither wise nor 
equitable to lease the road on on> 8 per 
cent rental, and that it is contrary to 
the interest of the shareholders.

NEEDS OF PORTO RONS 


Minister Loorais Says Army of 


Teachers Should Go There. 


HEED OF EDUCATION IS EEALIZED, 


Hatlve» Are Sendlne Sons to 


the United State* to Attend School. 
Higher Standard Needed—In ThU 
Way Only Can Commercial Proa- 


• perlty Come to the Inland. 


Francis B. Loomis, United States 


minister to 'Venezuela, arrived in 
Washington the other day oa a leave 
of absence from his post. He reports 
conditions in Venezuela as progressing 
encouragingly, although there are 
many improvements yet to be desired. 
He thinks that there is a grand open- 
ing for foreign capital in the building 
of railways and the establishment of 
steamship lines in that country, says 
the Philadelphia Press. There is great 
interest taken in Venezuela and all 
South American countries, he says, in 
the 
Nicaraguan canal proposition. 


They are also very much interested in 
the scheme of a system of inland wa- 
terways connecting some of the big 
rivers of that country. 


Minister Loomis on his way north 


stopped at'>Ponce and San Juan, Porto 
Eico, and in talking of conditions in 
that island the other afternoon he 
said: "The Porto Ricans need an army 
of schoolteachers as much as any 
army of occupation. The first duty of 
the United States will be to dis- 
seminate education among those peo- 
ple, and it should be done by American 
teachers. 
They must be taught to 


view things from tne American point 
of view as well as to speak the English 
language. 


"A lot of good American "women can 


teach them more things than reading, 
writing and arithmetic, and that is 
what they need. I think that Porto 
Ricans are beginning to realize this 
fact themselves, and citizens of the 
better classes are beginning to send 
their sons to the United States to be 
educated. Several young men came up 
on the boat with me, and the captain 
of the steamer told me he had recently 
brought -^jore than 100 young Porto 
Kicans toviie United States to enter 
our schools and colleges. 


"I would like to see this government 


establish an educational fund for the 
development of the young Porto Kicans 
and to provide schooling lor them, so 
that ambitious young men and women 
whose parents are not wealthy may 
take advantage of such resources. 
Commercial prosperity in Porto Rico 
will increase after the natives have 
been educated to a higher standard of 
living than they now possess. They 
mnst be taught to demand more, to 
know that they are n|jn and have a 
chance in the world, to-'eek better liv- 
ing conditions, and when we have 
aroused this feeling in them they will 
consume more of our products. All 
agricultural and manufacturing meth- 
ods are antiquated in Porto Rico. In 
making their sugar they extract about 
3 per cent of the saccharine matter, 
where they should get 8 or 9. They 
will soon learn to adopt American ma- 
chinery and methods, however." 


"What is the feeling in the island 


toward the Americans?" "I think the 
Porto Ricans are very kindly disposed 
toward us. 
Some of them demand 


civil government immediately instead 
of the military regime, but I doubt 
•whether they are ready for it The only 
dissatisfaction which1 exists is foment- 
ed by a little group of politicians who 
were formerly Spanish officeholders. 
The greatest embarrassment under 
•which the Porto Ricans suffer nov/ 
arises from the tariff regulations. They 
want unrestricted trade with this coun- 
try. They have lost the markets which 
Spain formerly furnished and have not 
gained anything from the 
Unjtod 


States. 


"I was told that one reason why 


American hotels had not been estab- 
lished in response to the Immediate 
demand for them was on account of 
the tariff of 33 per cent on building 
materials. Capitalists were afraid to 
pay such a duty in the face of the un- 
certainty as to the tariff in the future. 
General Davis has established pro- 
visional courts in the island, which 
will relieve to a great extent the fric- 
tion which has existed heretofore In 
respect to legal actions."

BRYAN IN COMMAND 


Adheres to Silver Doctrine 


at Ratio of 16 to 1 


Chicago, July 21.—Four thousand per- 


sons crowded into the Auditorium last 
night, despite the sweltering heat, to at- 
tend the political meeting given under 
the auspices of the Chicago platform 
Democrats. 
It was, from first to last, 


a silver meeting, an Altgeld meeting, an 
anti-trust and anti-expansion meeting. 
All of the speakers, save ex-Governor 
Stone of Missouri, who was ill, and 
talked for less than two minutes, de- 
clared in favor of 1C to 1, and against 
the war in the Philippines. 


The speech of Mr. Bryan evoked great 


enthusiasm, especially when he de- 
clared that the American government 
should pursue In Luzon the same policy 
as was pursued In Cuba. 
The Philip- 


pines, he said, came into our hands by 
an accident of war, and, being there, 
they should have been treated on Amer- 
ican principles, and not on those prac- 
ticed by European governments. 
The 


policy of the United States, he claimed, 
should have been to create a republic 
in the Philippines, and say to all the 
world: 
"Hands off," and let that re- 


public live. 
His audience was in sym- 


pathy with his suggestions regarding 
the Philippines, and "punctuated his 
speech with cheers. 


Mr. Altgeld did not occupy a seat upon 


the platform, but throughout the meet- 
ing remained in the rear part of an 
upper box, and only made his appear- 
ance at the front of the box when tha 
demands from the audience to hear from 
liirn became to loud for Chairman C. S. 
D-arrow to subdue. 


About one-half of the members of tha 


national committee occupied seats on 
the platform, the balance of "them fail- 
ing to put in an appearance. 


Chairman Darrow, when the meeting 


had been called to order, made a short 
address, defining the objects of 
the 


meeting, and urging his hearers to stand 
firmly by the principles enunciated m 
the Chicago platform of 1S96. He in- 
troduced as the first speaker John1 P. 
Tarvin of Kentucky. The other speak- 
ers were James F. Brown 
of 
New7 


York, Senator Tillman of South Caro- 
lina, Alexander Troup, the national 
committeman from Connecticut, and 
George Fred Williams of Massachusetts. 
They all advocated adherence to the 
Chicago platform, and denounced the 
policy of the administration in the Phil- 
ippines. 


At the conclusion of the address of 


Mr. Williams, there were loud calls for 
Altgeld, so long continued that the ex- 
governor, who was sitting in the rear 
of a box, was compelled to come to the 
front and make a short address. 


Chairman Darrow then asked thosa 


present to rise and sing "America.'.' 
The song was suddenly punctuated with 
a cheer as Mr, Bryan walked upon the 
stage. 
He was given a welcome, tha 


vehemence of which endured for several 
minutes. 


When quiet was restored, Chairman 


Darrow introduced Congressman Lentz 
of Ohio, who was followed by ex-Gov- 
ernor Stone of Missouri. General Fin- 
ley of Ohio was the next speaker. 


Follow ing General Finley, Mr. Dar- 


row briefly introduced Mr. Bryan. 


Mr. Bryan said in part: 
"In speak- 


ing in Chicago, I am embarrassed by 
the fact that the advocates of the Chi- 
cago platform are divided 'into t\vn 
camps. 
It is not my business to estab- 


lish a secret service in order to ascertain 
what Democrats are most devoted to 
the principles set forth In the last party 
creed. 
All Chicago platform Demo- 


crats look alike to me, and instead of 
trying to drive any professed believer 
in that platform out of the party, my 
aim is to impress upon all Democrats 
the importance of the triumph of Demo- 
cratic principles, that all local differ- 
ences wiM be lost sight of in the de- 
termination to restore the government 
to the foundation laid by the fathers. 


"In the brief time that I shall speak 


to you, I desire to condense what I 
have to say upon three subjects into a 
few brief propositions. 
First, Presi- 


dent McKinley, by sending a commis- 
sion to Europe to secure international 
bimetallism, confessed the gold stand- 
ard to be unsatisfactory. 
Second, tha 


failure of the commission to secure in- 
ternational bimetallism proves that bi- 
metallism can be restored only through 
independent action. 
Third, the gold 


standard is mainatined today, not be- 
cause the American people desire it, but 
because a few English financiers, by 
controlling the policy of England, con- 
trol, through the Republican party, tha 
financial policy of the United States. 
Fourth, if the increased production of 
gold in the Klondike and the importa- 
tion of gold from Europe have increased 
the volume of money and improved the 
times, it is evident that more money 
makes better times, and times could be 
Btni further improved and the improve- 
ment made permament by fhe restora- 
tion of bimetallism, which would make 
silver, as well as gold, available for coin- 
age. 
Fifth, if it was more difficult to 


maintain the parity between gold and 
silver when the supply of silver was in- 
creasing, it must now be easier to main- 
tain the parity since the supply of gold 
*s increasing. 


"On the trust question I suggest the 


following proposition for your consider- 
ation. 
First, the trust is a menace to 


the welfare of the people of the United 
States, because it creates a monopoly 
and gives to the few in control of the 
monopoly almost unlimited power over 
the lives and happiness of consumers, 
employes and producers of raw ma- 
terial. 
Second, the-president appoints 


the attorney general, and can, if he 
desires, secure an attorney general who 
will enforce the anti-trust laws. Third, 
the attorney general can recommend 
sufficient laws, if present laws are In- 
sufficient. 
Fourth, the attorney gen- 


eral can recommend an amendment to 
the constitution, if the present constitu- 
tion makes it impossible to extinguish 
the trusts. 
Fifth, the Republican party 


is powerless to extinguish the trusts 
so long as the trusts furnish the money 
to continue the Republican party in 
power. 


"In the Philippine question 
certain 


fundamental V'nc'P'68 are involved. 
First, there are but two sources of gov- 
ernment, force and consent, monarchies 
being founded on force, republics upon 
consent. 
Second, the Declaration of 


Independence asserts that all govern- 
ments derive their Just powers from the 
consent of the governed. 
Third, if the 


Declaration of Independence Is sound, 
we cannot rightfully acquire title to the 
Philippine Islands by conquest or by, 
purchase from an alienj;Hy>«">IMji -in 


whose rebellious subjects we ourselves 
furnished arms. 
Fourth, if the Fil- 


ipinos are, and e>f right ought to be free, 
they should be immediately assured of 
our nation's intention to give them in- 
dependence, but protected from outside 
interference, while they work out their 
destiny."

No frictio» developed at the meeting 


of the Demoirratic national committee 
yesterday and the men who had made 
belligerent assertions failed 
to make 


them good. Not a single warlike note 
was sounded and. no defiances were ut- 
tered either by the men who demand 
that "16 to 1" shall be the rallying cry in 
the next campaign or by those who op- 
pose its"adoption. 


The only move looking toward recog- 


nition of silver by the national com- 
mittee was made during the afternoon, 
w-hen the Ohio Valley Bimetallic league 
was admitted to the committee room, 
and James P. Tarvin of Kentucky, act- 
Ing as spokesman, -read the resolutions 
adopted by the committee at its meeting 
early in the day. 


These 
resolutions demanded 
that 


p'.anks be inserted in the next Demo- 
cratic national platform opposing trusts, 
opposing "imperialism" and adhering t> 
the silver ratio of 16 to 1. "And along 
these lines we offer you our aid," said 
Mr. Tarvin. There was a defiant accent 
upon the word "these" that seemed to 
imply that tiie support of the bimetalUsts 
could be secured along no other lines 
than those marked out, but of this the 
committee took no notice. TheBim:tal- 
lic lea,gue was thanked for its proffer of 
assistance and assured that it would bs 
called up at such time as the national 
committee felt in need of its assistance. 
That was the end of the silver episode. 


The fight against P.%F. Devlnir-editor 


of The Press Bureau of the national com- 
mittee, was brought to a finish, the Har- 
rison faction of Illinois securing his de- 
position for the part taken by him as an 
officer of the committee in the 
last 


mayoralty election. 
Beyond making 


several changes in the rules governing 
the committee nothing else was done 
during the day. 


The fight between the Illinois factions 


began as soon as Mr. Bryan arrived here 
at S o'clock in the morning. He was im- 
mediately bestH by men or ootn sides, the 
Altgeld faction asking him to be at the 
meeting without fail and the Harrison 
faction asking that he remain away from 
the auditorium altogether. Mr. Bryan 
was in a dilemma, and for a long time 
would not declare himself. The argu- 
ments on both sides were hot and fierce 
for several hours and-.there seemed to be 
no chance of a settlement. 


The large majority of the members of 


the national committee declared them- 
selves as opposed to having anything to 
do with the meeting in any way. FiiyUly 
Mr. Altgeld sent word to Mr. Bryantbat 
if he considered his attendance at the 
meeting would embarrass him he could 
feel at perfect liberty to remain away. 
The meeting could gej: along without him 
This message was declared by the Alt- 
geld people to be onevof simple courtesy 
to Mr. Bryan, but the Harrison men de- 
clared that it was a message of sarcasm, 
which meant that if Mr. Bryan was 
afraid to keep his word to address the 
meeting it would be a success without 
his presence.

His Successor Likely to Be 


From the Empire State. 


Elihu Root's Name Said to Be Under Consider- 


ation by the President • 


Washington, July 21.—According to a 


statement made to friends, the retire- 
ment of Secretary Alger from the cab- 
inet means his permanent farewell to 
public life and politics. His departuref 
was made with incidentals quite as char- 
acteristic as anything in his career. A 
very intimate friends of his said several 
days ago, at the time the ru>nors of 
Secretary 
Algers' 
resignation 
were 


thickest, that there would be nothing 
surprising a^ter all his denials of an 
intention to get out, to see him sud- 
denly resi'gn on a momentary impulse. 


Last week he went to see Vice Pres- 


ident Hobart at Long Branch. 
At the 


same time a communication is under-i 
stood to have passed between him and 
Senator McMillan about the senatorial 
fight in Michigan, which seemed to be 
convincing as to the hopelessness of 
his keeping up the struggle any longer. 
The vice president, whom Mr. Alger has 
always heretofore represented 
as ad- 


vising him to put a bold face on matters 
and not to let himself be driven out of 
the cabinet by clamor, evidently nad 
changpfl his view in the interval, and 
thought that now would be as good a 
time as any for his resigning, since 
many of the newspapers had quieted 
down on the assumption that his offi- 
cial declaration of his intention to stay 
through the rest of the year was made 
In good'faith. 
This relieved somewhat 


the stress as far as literally "retreating 
under fire" was concerned, and'it was 
thought would give a greater color of 
voluntary action to his retirement. 


There is a desire on the part of the 


president that General Alger's successor 
shall be a. lawyer of attainments and 
high standing in his profession because 
of colonial and uther questions involving 
legal constructions constantly arising in 
the war department, now that the army 
Is administering affairs in the islands re- 
linquished by Spain. 


It is felt advisable from a political 


point of view that the new man should 
come from New York, which has been 
without renresentation in the cabinet 
since Secretary Bliss resigned. The gen- 
tleman whose name has been under most 
earnest consideration as meeting these 
professional and geographical require- 
ments is fillhu Root, but whether he'has 
been communicated with on the subject 
cannot be learned definitely, though there 
is apparently good ground for the belief 
that he has. 


The talk that Attorney General Griggs 


would be shifted from the department 
of justice to the war department was 
put down very effectually last night by 
the attorney general. Mr. Griggs reached 
Washington from the east last evening. 
Zfi answer to inquiries he said that he had 
not returned at the request of the presi- 
dent and had not heard from him since 
he left the city several days ago. He 
had no knowledge whatever of the presi- 
dent's purpose in regard to the selection 
of Secretary Alger's successor, but for 
himself be would remain at the head of 
his department. 


Secretary Alger will' probably leave 


Washington early next week, severing- 
his official connection with the war de- 
partment on Monday, when he expects 
to turn over his office to Assistant Secre- 
tary Meiklejohn, who will reach here 
from the west on Saturday, and act as 
secretary of war until a permanent sec- 
retary assumes the office. 


Secretary Alger will spend the remain- 


ing days of his service in closing up a 
number of matters with which he is 
especially 
familiar, including some 


knotty bridge and engineering projects. 
He maintains silence respecting his 
resignation and the causes which led to 
its tender, jind it is understood that if 
he talks to the public at all it will not be 
until after he} is entirely out of office. He 
is in the best of spirits and apparently j 
feeling refreshed at the relief from the 
strain under which he has been for some 
time.

MOLINEUX

New York, July 21.—The grand ju*y, in 


the case of Roland B. Molineux, charged 
with killing Mrs. Kate J. Adams, yester- 
day found an indictment against him for 
murder in the first degree. Up to yes' 
terday morning there had been no case 
Of Roland B. Molineux considered by the 
grand jury.' All wnnc&sr-'w'ere- 'sum- 
moned in the name of John Doe, who was 
charged with having caused the death 
of Mrs. Kate J. Adams. Justice Will- 
iams, in his opinion dismissing the for- 
mer indictment against Molineux, based 
the quashing- of1 the, Indictment on in- 
competent and illegal evidence brought 
before the grand jury. The aim of the 
district attorney was to avoid this fault 
in another indictment. So all witnesses 
»-ere summoned in the case of John Dee. 
During the past week these witnesses 
H-ere minutely examined as to the case, 
both experts and others. They all, it is 
said, though summoned in the case o( 
John Doe, gave it as their opinion th.at 
Roland B. Molineux was connected with 
the case and some thought that he was 
the offender. The hypothetical case was 
concluded Wednesday. Yesterday morn- 
ing Assistant District Attorney Osborne 
with 12 witnesses, went into the grand 
jury room. This time the witnesses ap- 
peared in the case of Roland B. Molineux. 
They were examined very' briefly, and 
the jury subsequently found an indict- 
ment against Molineux of murder in the 
first degree. 


It was said at the office of the district 


attorney that proceedings will be begun 
against Walter S. Swayne, a druggist of 
New Haven, who said, a few days ago. 
that he had sold a poisonous concoction 
to Harry Cornish in 1897. The officials 
of the office said that Swayne could be 
Indicted for conspiracy.

This morning in court Maxwell was 


charged with rape, assault and bat- 
tery and disturbing the peace. He was 
not arraigned, and the cases will be 
called August 2. Maxwell was held un- 
der bonds of $:"00 on the charge of rape-, 
$100 on the cha.rge of assault and bat- 
tery, and $:>0 on the charge of disturb- 
ing the peace.

It is alleged tha.t Maxwell, who has 


not been working for a short time, had | 
been drinking yesterday. In the after- 
noon he went to Union street, where a 
gang of men are working for the < ity, 
and where Maxwell worked for a couple 
of days some time ago. He picked a 
quarrel with Mr. Shea, foreman of t'ae 
gang, accusing- the' latter of havhis 
been the cause of his discharge from 
the employ of thec ity. Shea alleges 
that he was assaulted by Maxwell after 
snmp words had been passed. He swore 
out a warrant for Maxwell's1 arrest, anl 
the police were already looking for him 
when the story of the more serious 
crime was reported. 


Mrs. Cummings and her grand- 


daughter went to the police station af- 
ter Maxwell's arrest, and told their 
story to Chief Kendall. Mrs. Cummingg 
said that Maxwell, who 17, sr uncie by 
marriage to the girl, went to her house*, 
and showed plainly tha.t he was quite 
drunk. Mrs. Cummings said that she 
was afraid of him in his condition.' a<? 
he seemed disposed to make trouble 


The girl said that when she was left 


alone with her uncle, he forced ho- *~ 
go up stairs in the house with him. ^n 1 
then committed the assault. She said 
he threatened to kill her if she made 
any outcry, and that she was afraid to 
call for help.

called to examine the condition, of the 
girl, and will make their report to tb.-j 
court when the case !s called for h3ai-- 
inpr. She was not suffering, and the re- 
sults of the affair are not expected to be 
serious to her.

lived in this city about a year. He has 
worked in the mills in the union, and 
as a laborer.

A few days ago 
there came a box of soups, followed by 
one of canned peaches and then one of 
bottled lemon juice. As near as I could 
ascertain the store-room of the hospital 
was well stocked "and this would be 
only a drop in the bucket. But to us it 
has been a great thing. 


With the advent of hard rains our 


steady duty in the trenches has caused 
many of the men to suffer from m;..- 
laria and colds. To be able to make 
a hot cup of chicken soup for a meal 
has been just what we needed. Of 
course \\e boil the surface water and 
now often catt h rain water from the 
roofs, but to be able to put in some 
lime juice makes it healthful and ap- 
petizing. 


I have endeavored to let the men use 


it all freely, especially those who I 
knew were 
still keeping up tluir 


duties in spite of ill health, and all tes- 
tify to the great benefit derived. Very 
many who of course must be nameless, 
have asked me to express thanks to the 
senders and feel that access to these 
dainties has been more than medicine 
to them on a sick day afcer an all night 
rain. 


Recruits are now arriving on each 


transport and on the whole we are well 
cared for and many of us enjoy the ad- 
venturous life. With many thanks to

NO CLUE TO WILMINGTON ROBBERS 


How They Surprised Night Watchman 


and Opened the Safe 


The Vermont officers have as yet no 


trace of the four robbers who entered 
the 
Wilmington 
station 
yesterday 


morning and broke open the safe, as re- 
ported in yesterday's issue. 
Descrip- 


tions of the men have been sent out, 
and oniceis throughout Vermont and 
this part of Massachusetts are looking 
for them. 


The town of Wilmington-was greatly, 


excited over the bold crime. It was evi- 
dently a carefully planned affair. Pre- 
vious to blowing the safe, the burglars 
wont to the eng-ine house, which is lo- 
cated only a short distance from the de- 
pot and seized F. E. Ray, jr., the night 
watchman and bound him hand and 
foot, tieing- him to a chair and tieing 
the chair to a post. Ray had just test- 
ed a water gauge and was sitting1 in 
the cab of engine No. 4 with, his lan- 
tern burning low, when he was at- 
tracted by a sound at the right and 
aror-e to look out when to his surprise 
he looked clown the barrel of a revol- 
ver i' the hands of a man who wore 
a TO jfc. 
He didn't relish the idea of 


loo) •£ down a revolver barrel, so h<? 
has !y brushed it aside and squared 
awt ; with the 
intention of blazing 


away and knocking off his' intruder's 
mask, but at that instant lie was 
seized from the rear and dragged out of 
the left side of the cab. 
lie was placed in a strong1 wooden 


chair which stood nearby; his hands 
were tied securely toi the- back chair 
legs, his arms were bound to the back 
of the chair, while another rope con- 
nected his chest with the back of the 
chair. His feet were tied to the front 
legs of the chair and this. l»ft him in 
practically a helpless condition. While 
the tiring-up process was going on, the 
burglars talked freely. Among other 
things they said: "We'll blow up the 
safe at the station anyway and guess 
we'll strike one or two other places 
before we get through. 


While three of the gang then went 


to the depot to do the work, the fourth 
remained with the nig-ht watchman and 
kept him covered with a revolver all the 
time to guard against any outcry or 
alarm. All four of the robbers Carried 
ugly looking revolvers and all were 
closely masked. 


Three holes were drilled through the 


safe—one on top—another near the cen- 
ter of the door and s<till another near 
the combination dial, about three inches 
to the left. The hole near the combina- 
tion dial 
was undoubtedly heavily 


charged with some kind of an, explo- 
sive, and it is possible that the other 
hole in the door was charged also, as 
the dcor was badly shattered and 
blown way across the room by the force 
of the explosion, which in. the stillness 
of the wnight sounded almost as loud 
as a report from blasting rock. 


Silence on tire Railroad
